Those opposed to the Nor- 
ris amendment attempted to have it 
changed so as to permit the sale of

later proposed four months. Both 
efforts, however, resulted in defeat. 
Chairman Gore said the bill with 


the new amendment would be report-. 


ed to the Senate tomorrow and that 
an effort would be made to bring it 
up for consideration at once. 


Provisions of Amendment. 


The new amendment provides: 

“That from and after June 30, 
1919, after the approval of this 
act, and during the continuance of 
the present war, for the purpose 
of conserving the man-power of 
the nation and to increase the ef- 
ficiency in the production of arms, 
war munitions, food and clothing 
for the army, it shall be unlawful 
to sell, for beverage purposes, ex- 
cept for export, any distilled spir- 
its, and no distNled spirits held in 
bond at the date of the approval 
of this act shall be removed there- 
from for beverage purposes. 

“The Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue is hereby authorized and 
directed to prescribe rules and 
regulations subject to the approval 
of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
in regard to the removal of dis- 
tilled spirits now held in bond for 
other than beverage purposes and 
for the extension.of the time now 
provided by law for the withdraw- 
al of such spirits from bonded 
warehouses for beverage purposes. 

“From and/after three months 
after the approval of this act and 


ent war, no grain, cereal or other 
food products shall be used in the 
manufacture or production of beer 
or other intoxicating malt liquors. 

“From and after June 30, 1919, 
after the approval of this act, and 
during the continuance of the pres- 
ent war, no foods or fruits shall be 
used in the manufacture or pro- 
duction of vinuous intoxicating 
liquors except for export. 

“Any person who violates any of 
the foregoing provisions, or any of 
said rules and regulations. made 
to carry the same into effect, shall 
be deemed guilty of misdemeanor 
and on conviction thereof shall be 
punished by a fine not exceeding 
$5000 or by imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding two years, or both.” 


How the Members Voted.

In his palmiest days, J. Rufus Wal- 
lingford had ‘‘nothing on” some of 
the oil stock promoters whose meth- 


tional Vigilance Committee of the 
Associated Advertising Clubs of the 
World. The purpose of the Vigilance 
Committee is to make truth in all 
advertising a fact, thereby increas- 
ing public confidence in advertising 
and protecting legitimate business. 

The latest bulletin describes the 
operations of Ellsworth J. Green and 
KE. H. Green of the Great Western 
Guarantee Investment Co. of Okla- 
homa City, who, since the investiga- 
tion of,the Vigilance Committee was 
started, have been indicted by a Fed- 
eral grand jury on the charge of 
using the mails to defraud and are 
now held in $10,000. bail each. 

Teachers’ ahd Students’ Company. 

The Great Western, according to 
the report, acted as fiscal] agent for 
first one and then another oil com- 
pany, organized for the purpose of 
producing oil stock to sell, the Vig- 
ilance Committee contends. Among 
the various companies was one 
known as the’Teachers’ and Students’ 
Oil Co., the stock of which was large- 
ly sold to school teachers and stu- 
dents. 

The stock of the several companies 
was sold under an absolute guaran- 
tee by the Great Western concern to 
resell the stock at double the orig- 
inal price, provided the stockholder 
desired to sell at that time. 

For example, stock described in 
the report which was sold at $1 a 
share was to be resold at $2 a share 
at the end of six months; at the op- 
tion of the purchaser. 

Thus the company was confronted 
with three possibilities. It had to 
make the operations of the company 
insure that the stock would have an 
actual value of $2 a share, which 
practical oil men familiar with the 
plan regard as a practical impossi- 
bility; or the company had to take a 
loss; or it must make the shareholder 
so well contented that he would not 
care to sell at the specified time. 

The last method was tried, the 
report of the committee charges, and 
the report describes circulars that 
were sent to the’ stockholders in 
which the price of the stock was said 
'to be rising rapidly, and by the end 
of the period stockholders were being 
offered additional stock at $5 a share, 

A Few Got Back $2 for $1. 

The report shows that most of the 
' stockholders believed these circulars 
although at the time the company 
advertised such advancements in 
price oil experts on the ground were 
reporting that the stock was not 
active and the promotion was un- 
certain. 

Very few of them availed them- 
selves of their ‘“rights’’ under the 
resale guarantee, the report shows, 
| while the company was really able 
to resell enough at $5 to care for the 
'stock of the few who were willing to 


“unload.”

HOSPITAL FOR 3000 
AMERICANS BEING 
BUILT IN ENGLAND 


Site for the Care of Soldiers 
From France a Fine Coun- 
try Estate of 200 Acres. 


By the Associated Press. 
SOUTHAMPTON, England, June 
27.—Work has been begun on the 
largest American military hospital in 
Great Britain. It will be at Salis- 
bury, six miles from Southampton. 
It will accommodate 3000 wounded 
Americans from the West front. 
The site of the hospital is a mag- 


nificent country estate of nearly 200 
acres, which the Red Cross has pur- 
chased. The old manor house of the 
estate will be the central building of 
the new hospital and around it the 
Red Cross is building nearly 10 acres 
of hutments and wards. 

The central corridor of the new 
hospital will be 1000 feet long, open- 
ing on either side into wards, each 
one of which will accommodate from 
60 to 100 patients. 

The site is one of the most beau- 
tiful in Southern England. It over- 
looks Southampton harbor and the 
Isle of Wight and has a frontage of 
half a mile on the water, with good 
fishing and boating facilities. From 
the tower of the manor house one 
has an unobstructed view for 20 
miles in all directions. The property 
includes a large amount of wood 
land, where American lumbermen 
are already felling trees, to provide 
heavy timber for the new buildings. 

The contracts provide for opening 
the hospital with the first 400 beds 
in six weeks. The institution will 
have its own electric plant, water 
supply, kitchen, gardens, dairy, 
chickens and pigs. The construction 
is going on under the supervision of 
Capt. Harper Sibley, former presi- 
dent of the Chamber of Commerce 
of Rochester, N. Y. 


AMERICAN BARK SINKS IN GALE 


Goes Down Outside Harbor of Rio 
Janeiro; Several Lives Lost. 


By the Associated Press. 
RIO JANEIRO, June 27.—The 


loss of the American bark James 
Paulo is reported. She sank 
outside the harbor here during a 
gale, with the loss of several lives. 
Ten members of the crew were res- 
cued. 


Maritime records fail to show the 
name of a vessel called the James 
Paulo. There is a schooner, how- 
ever, named the James W. Paul Jr. 
She was at Buenos Ayres on March 
13 and was reported en route to 
Rosario 
lantic port. 


Objects to Election Postponement, 
By the Associated Press. 

PANAMA, June 27.—The Govern- 
ment has been informed that the 
American State Department will not 
recognize the postponement of the 
constituttonal elections fixed for next 
month, even though the purpose cf 
the postponement was to insure the 
abolition of vice conditions in Colon 
and Panaam, whigh resulted in the 
American military authorities in the 
canal zone prohibiting American sol- 
diers from visiting these two cities. 
President Urriola, on June 22, 1s- 
sued a decree postponing the elec- 
tion for six months.

Sheriff Bopp said he had received | 
about 15 complaints in the last 10 | 
cays about disorderly conduct and 
scanty bathing suits along the river, 
especially between Fenton and Eure- 
ka. Yesterday a prominent county 
resident complained that last Sun- 
day, as he was driving with his fam- 
ily to church, he passed a crowd of 
about 20 half-clad men and women 
skylarking on the road some dis- 
tance from the river. 

Conditions are worse on Sunday 
than on week days, and most of the 
complaints have come from farmers 
who object to ths scenes they and 
their families have to witness on 
their way to church. 

One-piece bathing suits are the 
rule among the Meramec bathers, 
and they are becoming more scanty 
all the time, and the women do not 
wear stockings. And they do not 
stay at the river, but swarm along 
the roads and invade the villages. 
The Sheriff said he had not decided 
whether to require the women to 
wear stockings, but he will make 
the men wear trousers and the wom-

villages, To insure the carrying out 
of his orders, he will assign deputies 
from the neighborhoods from which 
the complaipts have come.

THE BAUER OUTRAGE. 

The indictment of Ignatius Bauer, Deputy 
Sheriff and secretary of the Retail Liquor Deal- 
ers’ Association, for violating the law forbidding 
the distributing of anonymous literature attack- 
ing a candidate for office is a logical conclusion 
of Bauer’s foolish and outrageous action. 

Bauer’s appeal by letters to the retail liquor 
dealers to defeat Folk for the United States sen- 
atorship, because he had enforced the liquor laws 
in Missouri was an extraordingry act of folly and 
effrontery, so unaccountably vicious and silly that 
it aroused suspicion of cheap political trickery. 
His sending out abusive posters was the climax of 
the outrage. 

Nothing has doje more to contribute to the pro- 
hibition movement than the conduct of some rep- 
resentatives of the saloon and liquor interests. 
Prohibition started chiefly on account of the dis- 
regard of law by saloons and the insolent attempt 
of some leaders of the saloon and liquor interests 
to control politics.. The movement has been per- 
sistently fostered by continued efforts to dom- 
inate parties, control Legislatures and dictate 
nominations, frequently by corrupt and. tyran- 
nical means. Political revenge campaigns on men 
who have enforced the laws and regulations con- 
cerning the sale of liquor are the limit of impu- 
dent folly. 

The lawlessness and insolence of men af the 

Bauer stripe have made it difficult for law-abiding 
men of liberal minds who oppose prohibition on 
principle to stand firmly for their convictions. It 
has driven hosts of men, whose principles and 
judgment would normally lead them to oppose 
prohibition, into the neutral or the prohibition 
camps. They cannot stand for the elements which 
would override law and degrade politics. 
A salutary example ought to be made of Bauer. 
His venture into politics ought to be the last of 
its kind in Missouri. The question of prohibition 
will never be settled right until it is settled ona 
clean basis of sound judgment and sound prin- 
ciple, uninfluenced by the clamor and corruption 
of base representatives of sordid interests.

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WHAT IS LOVE? 

Clearly, the world will have to revise its love 
stories—at least the conventional romances 
apostrophizing its Paolos and Francescas. 

Revision is necessary because, it seems, we 
have erred in most of our surmises about the 
grand passion, particularly in the matter of its 
endurance and of the excessive power and beauty 
of first love.

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MR. FERGUSON OF TEXAS. 

The extraordinary feature of Texas’ primary 
campaign is the candidacy for Governor of James 
E. Ferguson, who, first elected as a reform Gov- 
ernor in 1914, and re-elected in 1916 for the term 
now: expiring, was discovered in financial irreg- 
ularities and impeached by the Legislature of 
1917. 

A part of the penalty of the impeachment verdict 
under the Constitution, in addition to depriva- 
tion of his office; was ineligibility to hold any 
office of trust or profit under the State of Texas. 
As slight a thing as a basic and perpetual pro- 
hibition of office holding on his part, however, is 
not accepted by Mr. Ferguson as a source of any 
damage to his prospects. His two former victories 
were attributed to his strength with the farmers 
and success in dodging the “dry” issue. With 
the “dry” issue eliminated by a State-wide law, 
he is again appealing to the farmers and blaming 
his ouster on a conspiracy of machine politicians 
and the interests. 

Texas is speculating on what the Supreme Court 
would do in the event that \he should be nomi- 
nated on July 28, a result generally equivalent to 
election. Obviously it would be a most extraordi- 
nary situation. Conjectures as to whether the 
verdict of the people would not override the ver- 
dict of the Legislature and whether the court 
would take jurisdiction and whether the validity 
of the charges against him and the justice of the 
impeachment vote could be reviewed in the pos- 
sible proceedings would, of course, be given much 
pertinence should the returns show he had.a ma- 
jority of the votes. 

But opponents are emphasizing not only the 
point of ineligibility, but the accusations on which 
the impeachment action was founded. They are 
asking again, ‘““Where did vou get it’? The refer- 
ence is to the $156,500 which he obtained from 
some mysterious source to settle his State fund 
and other obligations and which figured in the 
legislative trial. The Houston Post, in a long ed- 
itorial of old-fashioned strain, but pointed effect, 
puts it this way: 


Say, Jim, don’t you “hear them gentle voices 
calling” and don’t you hear what they are 
saying? :

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KROPOTKIN ON RUSSIA’S NEEDS. 

At last we have a voice from Russia, as to her 
greatest needs, which can be relied upon as un- 
selfish and -unbiased. Peter. Kropotkin, who 
spent 40 years in exile because of his devotion to 
democratic ideals, says, in the first place, that 
the Bolsheviki, now in control of the Govern- 
ment, are not Socialists. “They are~expropria- 
tors, ordinary criminals.” 

Against this usurpation, however, Kropotkin 
does not council outside intervention by armed 
force. He commends the smashing of German 
military power on the west front, but says that 
ultimately the political salvation of the Russians 
rests with themselves. They must organize and 
educate, especially ridding themselves of the 
poison of German propaganda which has result- 
ed in admiration for everything German and 
threatens to reduce Russia to a state of.German 
vassalage. 

The United States and Russia’s friends every- 
where, Kropotkin says, can aid her by immedi- 
ately taking steps to prevent famine, and by sup- 
plying her with seed, tractors, and especially 
with “small brigades of energetic, active ‘people 
to show our plowmen how the work is to be 
done.” And, of equal importance, the country 
needs new railway equipment and experts to put 
the Russian transportation system into shape 
once more. 

If these things are done, Kropotkin says, they 
will be followed by other steps that will result 
in friendly mutual intercourse between the two 
nations, and ‘‘will do more to put an end to wars 
than anything else could do.” |

The disgraceful occurrence at Poplar Bluff, 
Mo., where some drafted men from S&t. Louis, on 
their way to Camp Pike, Ark., left the train and 
broke into saloons and raided restaurants, car- 
rying off liquors and food, is traceable to a sort 
of “sendoff” which tends toward excess. 

It is the usual thing for the men who make 
the rounds on their last day to be the recipients 
of a.great deal of well-intentioned but ill-advised 
“treating,” and it is the usual thing for some 
of the men with every departing contingent tu 
appear at the train intoxicated.

JUST A MINUTE. 
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BAINBRIDGE COLBY AND THE SUBMARINE. 


T will encourage everybody on our side to learn 
| that Bainbridge Colby is becoming optimistic as to 
our fight with the submarines. As recently as May 
23 of this year Colby made a speech at Baltimore 
in which, speaking as a member of the Shipping 
Board, he expressed anything but optimism in this 
grave matter. He said submarines sank from 10,000,- 
000 to 11,000,000 deadweight tons of allied shipping 
last year, and asserted that in April of this year 
they sent down more shipping than Great Britain 
and the United States built. He urged that a mil- 
lion men be put to work building ships in this coun- 
try, and demanded suspension of all nonessential in- 
dustries to release that many men and that much 
Material to beat the U-boat. Since then, it seems, 
allied progress in shipbuilding, together with what 
is known as the downward curve in destruction of 
allied ships, has encouraged him to believe that the 
outcome is more hopeful. What he will say now, 
that the admitted losses for the first twenty-eight 
days of May were 233,639 gross tons, one can only 
surmise.. Gross tons, however, are not net tons, 
which are what Colby was talking about. The Ger- 
mans claim to have sent down 614;000 tons in May 
—what sort of tons we are not told. They were prob- 
ably Hun tons, which are not very heavy. A piano 
manufacturer who was before a Senate Committee 
the other day pleading for fuel for that industry 
said that unless it could keep its organization together 
it would be handicapped after the war by competition 
with countries which are looking after this sort of 
thing. One naturally sympathizes with that; but 
would there be any music in the world after the war 
if the Germans won? Maybe the Senate will think, 
as we do, that there probably wouldn’t. Bainbridge 
Colby is not much of a joy, but a few outspoken 
glooms are valuable at a time like this.

_ HOW WOMEN’S CLUB SAVED FOOD. 


EMARKABLE results along the 
R lines of food conservation 
have been obtained by the 
Women’s City Club of Boston. In 
June, 1917, a food-facts bureau was 
Started by this club as a clearing 
house and information bureau for 
the free use of the public, through 
Which various separate agencies ca- 
pable of giving specific information 
on food might co-operate without 
losing their identity. 
“The plan of library publicity, 
which has been worked out by Miss 
Edith Guerrier of the United States 
Food Administration, is based on the 


work which she started for this club. 


“At the head of the food-facts bu- 
reau is a home economics expert, a 
garden expert present at all times 
at the headquarters to answer ques- 
tions .on conservation and produc- 
tion. It is estimated that the aver- 
age daily attendance is between 200 
and 300. 

, During the entire year conserva- 


‘tion luncheons were held, at which 


timely topics of food conservation 
were discussed by authorities. Ap- 
proximately 5000 women attended 
these meetings. 

The effort to save food in the 
‘women's club restaurant has had far- 


reaching effects. A start was made 
in April, 1917, by attaching to the 
menus small cards calling attention 
to the needs of the allies and the 
necessity of altering our food pro- 
gram in order to send them the 
necessary foods. These cards aroused 
considerable interest, and sets of 
them were called for and sent to 
various other organizations interest- 
ed in the subject. | 

During the six months from Oct. 
1, 1917, to April 1, 1918, the saving 
of meat in the club’s restaurant 
amounted to 8000 pounds, one-third 
the amount of meat used during the 
corresponding months last year: the 
saving of wheat was one-fifth and of 
sugar one-fourth. Since April 1 this 
year no wheat or’ wheat products 
have been served in the restaurant, 
and will not be served until the next 
harvest. 

The number of customers has not 
decreased on account of these meas- 
ures; in fact it has increased about 
11 per cent. On account of this and 
the decrease in the amount of waste, 
both by guests and employes, the 
management has been able to con- 
tinue to offer meals at the same 
prices that have prevailed for two 
years past. .

HALF OF ST. LOUIS 
POWER BOATS WILL 


OT BE LAUNCHED 


Government Tax and Uncertain- 
ty of Fuel Order Reasons 
for Decrease Locally. 


At least 50 per cent of the number 
of »wwer boats in the harbors of St. 
Louis and _ vicinity will not be 
launched this season, in the opinion 
of those prominently connected with 


the game here. The decrease may 
run even larger, it is said, as those 
giving the above as their estimate 
qualified by stating that it was very 
conservative. 

The Government tax on power and 


' motor boats, together with the un- 


certainty concerning the interpreta- 
tion of an order relating to the use 
of coal and fuel oil, issued by the 
United States kuel Administration, 
are ascribed as the reasons for the 
temporary cessation of activities in 


the power boat game -here. 


jevidence that 


Dr. Max Starkloff, perhaps' the 
best Known power-boat enthusiast 
in St. Louis, stated this morning that 
there seemed to be an inclination 
among his acquaintances in the field 
to abandon their craft until after the 
war. Dr. Starkloff stated he had 
not yet launched his boats and he 
probably would not unless he de- 
cided to enter the Mississippi Vallev 
Power Boat Association’s regatta to 
be held in Minneapolis in the near 
future. 


'Many Boats in Dry Dock. 


Dr. Starkloff estimated that at least 
50 per vent of the power boats in St. 
Louis were still in dry dock and it 
was his opinion that they would re- 
main until after the war. He said 


that no regattas of any importance. 


were planned locally, although he 
predicted the Minneapolis’ affair 
would te fully as strong, both as 
regards the number of entries and 
the quality of craft entered, as in 
former years. 

“The order issued by the United 
States Fuel Administration,” said Dr. 
Starkloff, “states that motor boats 
and yachts will be allowed no more 
fuel, either coal or fuel oil, until the 
end of the war. There has been to 
my Knowledge, no order issued from 
the local Administrator's office pro- 
hibiting the use of gasoline for power 
boats, but the owners in the local 
harbor deem it wise, for patriotic 
reasons, to sacrifice the use of their 
boats this season, in order that the 
Government may have a larger sup- 
ply of fuel for actual needs of war.” 

Dr. G. M. Phillips, at one time pres- 
ident of the St. Louis Power Boat 
Association, concurred in the views 
e:-press. } by’ Dr. Starkloff. Dr. Phil- 
lips gave it as his opinion that local 
power boat owners would not try 
to use their craft this season, nor 
until the end of the war. 


Local Body Still Exists. 

He was asked if the St. Louis Pow- 
er Boat Association was still in ex- 
istence and. answered “Just about.” 
He explained that with the decision 
of a great many owners to abandon 


the sport temporarily, the scope of 
the association was necessarily cur- 
tailed. Information also was obtained 
that the St. Louis Yacht Club had 
gone out of existence. 

S L. Beecher, several years ago one 
of the most prominent men in the 
power boat field here, has disposed of 
his boat “Meteor” and retired from 
the game. Beecher said he under- 
stood many of the local enthusiasts 
were too busy with various war ac- 
tivities to devote any of their time 
to power boat racing. 
one time won many speed trophies 
with the “Meteor.” The boat now is 
in South America, he said. 

F. A. Fngel is president of the St. 
Louis Power Boat Association. A 
member of the association who made 
a trip up and down the Mississippi 
River last week, stated that within 
a distance of approximately 25 miles, 
he counted but four motor boats ac- 
tually in the water. Others, he said, 
were on the banks and apparently 
out of commission. 

The Government tax on motor boats 
is based onthe lineal foot at the 
water line. Local sportsmen were 
unable this morning to explain the 
tax fully, claiming that as they had 
decided to abandon the sport they 
had given it but slight attention. 

Practically all of the better known 
motor boat designers and builders 
have either left the city or convert- 
ed their establishments into the build- 
ing of larger river craft. C® I. 
Beauvais, who designed a great man? 
of the power boats in use on the Mis-
